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POSTSECONDARY EDUCATION, CENTER 

Chamber Of Commerce 
President Will Request 
Project’s Construction

Jenny Sewell, presi¬ 
dent of the Dawson Springs 
Chamber of Commerce, was 
authorized to write Gov. 
Steve Beshear on behalf of 
the organization to request 
construction of a regional 
postsecondary education 
center at Madisonville Com¬ 
munity College. Sewell also 
encouraged individuals to 
write or call the governor 
asking that the center be in¬ 
cluded in his 2014 budget. 

Sewell and other Hopkins 
County leaders met with 
Beshear Dec. 4 to discuss the 
proposed 55,000 square foot 
facility which would house 
Murray State University’s 
2+2 programs. 

“This is so important to 
our region,” Sewell said. 
“We cannot grow unless we 
have the education in the fu¬ 
ture to make the area grow.” 

MSU currently offers 
courses for third- and fourth- 
year students in several de¬ 
gree programs at MCC but 
has no dedicated classroom 
space. Having this educa¬ 
tion center, a $20 million 


investment, would consoli¬ 
date MSU programs into 
one location. The additional 
space will be needed to train 
the workforce to support the 
economic development ex¬ 
pected in the 18-county area 
in the 1-69 corridor. 

Access to four-year de¬ 
grees in Hopkins County 
will encourage graduates to 
stay in the area and strength¬ 
en the educational level of 
the region. 

Chamber members also 
discussed a Retail Market- 
Place Profile for Dawson 
Springs, prepared by Mur¬ 
ray State Business GIS class. 
The profile highlights the 
goods and services residents 
purchase out of town. 

“There is opportunity for 
business here,” Sewell said. 
“Let’s figure out a way to get 
things moving.” 

Sewell asked about a Ju¬ 
nior Achievement Program 
in the local schools to pro¬ 
mote an entrepreneurial spir¬ 
it in the students. 

“We’re trying to make that 
happen in the school system,” 
Superintendent Lenny Wha¬ 
len said, adding that before 


he decided to become an edu¬ 
cator, he considered going 
into business himself. 

Whalen believes it is im¬ 
portant to find ways to con¬ 
nect interested students with 
business people who can 
help them. 

Sewell used her own re¬ 
cent experience with broken 
appliances as an example of 
a business opportunity for 
someone in Dawson Springs. 
The repairman who fixed her 
washing machine and dish¬ 
washer is trained to work 
on appliances made by a 
variety of companies. He is 
self-employed and has little 
overhead since he works pri¬ 
marily out of his van. 

“The small businesses 
that make it are the busi¬ 
nesses that offer services,” 
Sewell said. 

Whalen said he hasn’t 
been here long enough to 
know the senior class well, 
but based on his previous ex¬ 
perience, he sees the value in 
discussing business opportu¬ 
nities with students who are 
on the fence about what to

Attention Target Shoppers: 
BBB Says Check Accounts 


The Better Business Bureau is 
warning anyone who has shopped 
at Target lately to check their ac¬ 
counts. The store announced it has 
been hit by a major credit card at¬ 
tack involving up to 40 million 
consumer accounts. The credit card 
breach took place between Nov. 27 
and Dec. 15 and involves the theft 
of information stored on the mag¬ 
netic stripe on the backs of cards 
used at nearly all Target stores 
around the country. 

The BBB offers these tips: 

•Those who believe the breach 
involves their debit cards should 
immediately request the card be 
canceled. 

•Credit and/or debit card ac¬ 
counts should be monitored online 
rather than waiting for a monthly 
statement. 

•Credit card users should check 
statements for transactions they 
did not make and report fraudulent 
charges immediately. Those charg¬ 
es should be disputed in writing 
with the financial institution so that 
accounts can be canceled and new 
numbers issued. 

•E-mail or text message alerts 
for certain transactions can be set 


up through some financial institu¬ 
tions. 

Scam artists often steal valuable 
information like this and sell it on 
the black market to people who use 
the numbers to create fake credit 
or debit cards. Crime rings can 
use the fake cards to buy gift cards 
from major retailers and convert 
them into cash.

The Robertsons are mad 
at A&E, and A&E is disap¬ 
pointed with the network. 

Neither has a valid reason 
to be mad or disappointed. 

When you sleep with the 
devil, you should expect to 
be persecuted, just as when 
you are using someone’s 
deep faith in Christianity to 
make money you shouldn’t 
be surprised when they make 
statements about their faith. 

Both have reaped what 
they have sowed.

Is 
there a Santa Claus?

Dear Virginia: 

Your little friends are 
wrong. They have been 
affected by the skepticism 
of a skeptical age. They do 
not believe except what they 
see. They think that nothing 
can be which is not compre¬ 
hensible by their little minds. 
All minds, Virginia, whether 
they be men’s or children’s, 
are little. 

In this great universe of 
ours man is a mere insect, 
an ant, in his intellect, as 
compared with the bound¬ 
less world about him, as 
measured by the intelligence 
capable of grasping the 
whole of truth and knowl¬ 
edge. 

Yes, Virginia, there is a 
Santa Claus. He exists as 
certainly as love and gener¬ 
osity and devotion exist, and 
you know that they abound 
and give to your life its 
highest beauty and joy. Alas!

Did you ever see fair¬ 
ies dancing on the lawn? 
Of course not, but that’s 
no proof that they are not 
there. Nobody can conceive 
or imagine all the wonders 
there are unseen and unsee¬ 
able in the world. 

You tear apart the baby’s 
rattle and see what makes 
the noise inside, but there is 
a veil covering the unseen 
world which not the stron¬ 
gest man, nor even the united 
strength of all the strongest 
men that ever lived, could 
tear apart.

Christmas 

Memories 

Dear Editor, 

Thinking about the Ko¬ 
rean War brought to mind 
an instance that took place 
in Korea near the end of 
the war. While recuperating 
from battle wounds received 
near Wonsan Harbor on Oct. 
21, 1952, I heard of a mis¬ 
sion that had about 20 or¬ 
phaned Korean children. It 
was located about a half mile 
from my compound near Pu¬ 
san, Korea. 

One afternoon in early 
November 1952, I walked 
up to the mission and talk¬ 
ed to the pastor. He almost 
cried as he told me of the 
children’s lack of clothing, 
shoes and the basics that all 
kids need. I told him that I 
would see what I could do to 
help. 

It was almost Christmas, 
so I wrote to my father Ray 
Bochert Sr. in Greenbelt, 
Md., and told him about 
the orphanage and of their 
needs. I asked him to round 
up either new or used things 
and whatever else he could 



to help them out and send it 
right away. I had forgotten 
that he once was an orphan 
himself. 

South Korea was bat¬ 
tered by bombings, artillery 
fire and ground fighting. The 
part of that war that troubled 
me most were these Korean 
orphans, the children who 
had lost their parents or 
whole families in the blood¬ 
shed or who had been sepa¬ 
rated from them in their des¬ 
perate rush to safety. 

Well, my dad, being a 
compassionate and Godly 
man, read my letter to ev¬ 
eryone he knew. He made 
copies and had it read in 
every church in town. Just 
before Christmas, my com¬ 
manding officer called me 
into his office and asked 
me what was going on. I 
told him exactly what I’m 
telling you now. He shook 
my hand, gave me a pat on 
the back and took me out 
to the motor pool. There in 
the back of a 2 1/2 ton truck 
were wooden, steel banded 
crates piled high. 

My dad had sent them to 
me with the prayers of my 
hometown neighbors. There 
were gifts for children from 
ages three through 14. There 
were clothes of all sorts — 


jackets, shoes, stockings, 
parkas, underwear, hats, 
gloves, dresses, pants, and 
I can’t remember all the rest 
plus several special boxes 
of food, candy and good¬ 
ies, and bath and beauty 
items little girls like — soap, 
shampoos, brushes, combs, 
and personal stuff. And ev¬ 
erything was new, no used 
stuff at all. 

I was asked to distribute 
the boxes pronto and get 
them out of the compound. 
My platoon didn’t unpack 
them but rather took them 
straight to the mission pas¬ 
tor who then opened the 
boxes and handed out ev¬ 
erything to the delight and 
squeals of all the kids. 

The priest cried. I cried, 
and all the men with me 
cried. It was truly the best 
Christmas I had ever expe¬ 
rienced, and all because I 
wrote one small letter to my 
father back in the United 
States. God’s hand was in 
that letter. I realized right 
then the power of our awe¬ 
some God. I have often won¬ 
dered how those kids, who 
are now in their sixties and 
seventies, survived after the 
war. Isn’t God good?

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ADULTS REMINDED TO KEEP THEIR COOL

Holiday 

Stress can increase during the 
holidays, even in the most loving 
of families. And that can put some 
children at risk for abuse. 

With children home from 
school, holiday travel and seasonal 
shopping and associated expenses, 
parents can get frazzled more eas¬ 
ily than usual. What is typically a 
fun and joyful time for children can 
become devastating when parents 
or caregivers cope with stress by 
becoming abusive. 

The Kentucky Cabinet for 
Health and Family Services, the 
state agency charged with child and 
adult protection, reminds adults to 
keep their cool this winter when it 
comes to disciplining kids. 

“Parents enjoy spending time 
with their children, but frustration 
can escalate during times of high 
stress,” said Teresa James, com¬ 
missioner of the CHFS Department 
for Community Based Services. 
“It’s never OK to hit a child.” 

When parents are upset with a 
child’s behavior, a tried-and-true

method to regain composure is 
leaving the room and counting to 
10, James said. 

“Once you return to your child, 
stay composed and speak in a calm 
voice,” she said. “Keep a clear 
head so you can appropriately dis¬ 
cipline for unacceptable behavior.” 

Teach children how to commu¬ 
nicate, James said. Ask them to talk 
about what’s bothering them rather 
than reacting by hitting or yelling. 
Model this behavior, and ask other 
adults around the children to do the 
same. 

“Children are usually better 
behaved when their parents and 
caregivers are happier and more 
relaxed,” James said. 

If you’re under stress, talking to 
someone is an easy and effective 
outlet, James said. Looking to oth¬ 
er parents for advice helps moth¬ 
ers, fathers and other caregivers 
feel less isolated in their problems. 

“Sometimes just being able to 
appropriately express anger and 
frustration can help ease tension,” 


she said. “Technology can even 
play a part in helping relieve stress. 
There are plenty of online support 
groups and weblogs where parents 
can see they are not alone.” 

James said staff at county DCBS 
offices may help parents by finding 
resources to deal with the problems 
that may cause stress, such as the 
loss of a job. Community resources 
are often available to assist families 
who need help with services like 
utilities, child care or job training. 

“The local offices can assist 
with referrals to appropriate agen¬ 
cies,” James said. 

Drug and alcohol abuse may 
increase during the holidays, lead¬ 
ing to an increase of child safety 
risk. Families who need help with 
these issues can get information 
about prevention resources from 
the CHFS Department for Behav¬ 
ioral Health, Developmental and 
Intellectual Disabilities’ Substance 
Abuse Prevention Program at 
http://dbhdid.ky.gov/dbh/sa.aspx. 

Prevent Child Abuse Kentucky, 


one of the cabinet’s community 
partners, is a statewide nonprofit 
agency whose mission is to pre¬ 
vent the abuse and neglect of Ken¬ 
tucky’s children through its out¬ 
reach. 

“Abuse and neglect are asso¬ 
ciated with short- and long-term 
consequences that affect not only 
the child and family, but also soci¬ 
ety as a whole,” PCAK executive 
director Jill Seyfred said. “PCAK 
gives parents and caregivers expert 
guidance on child safety. We’re 
proud to be one of DCBS’ partners 
in prevention.” 

PCAK offers a toll-free hotline 
that provides information and re¬ 
ferrals to help prevent child abuse. 
Parents or caregivers who need a 
listening ear can call (800)CHIL- 
DREN or visit www.pcaky.org. 

James said it takes effort from 
entire communities to stop abuse 
and neglect. Kentuckians should 
remember that if they even suspect 
child abuse or neglect, they must 
report it. 


“It’s the law,” she said. 

Last year more than 34,000 re¬ 
ports of abuse met criteria for in¬ 
vestigation, and more than 9,900 of 
those were substantiated. 

Parents who need to discipline 
a child with a timeout or punish¬ 
ment should keep these tips from 
Prevent Child Abuse Kentucky in 
mind: 

•Get some space. Leave the 
room. Say, “I’m so angry; I need 
a minute to think.” Then leave or 
send the child to his room, calm 
down and regroup. 

•Be quick. Catch the child in the 
act. Delayed reactions dilute the ef¬ 
fect of the punishment. 

•Use selectively. Use timeouts 
for talking back, hitting and safety¬ 
compromising problems. 

•Keep calm. Anger only adds 
fuel to the fire and changes the fo¬ 
cus from the behavior of the child 
to the parent’s anger. 

•Stick with it. Once a punish¬ 
ment has been doled out, don’t 
back down or be talked out of it.

State Gasoline Prices Have Risen 


Average retail gasoline 
prices in Kentucky have 
risen 10.8 cents per gallon 
in the past week, averaging 
$3.28 per gallon Sunday, ac¬ 
cording to GasBuddy’s daily 
survey of 2,623 gas outlets 
in Kentucky. This compares 
with the national average 
that has increased 2.2 cents 
per gallon in the past week 
to $3.23. 

Gas prices in Dawson 
Springs Monday afternoon 
were $3.19 and $3.24 per 
gallon, the same as one week 
ago. 

Including the change in 
gas prices in Kentucky dur¬ 
ing the past week, prices 


Sunday were 4.9 cents per 
gallon higher than the same 
day one year ago and are 3.8 
cents per gallon lower than 
a month ago. The national 
average has decreased 2.4 
cents per gallon during the 
last month and stands 0.9 
cents per gallon lower than 
this day one year ago. 

“Motorists hitting the 
road for Christmas travel 
are cringing as gasoline 
prices have picked up with 
the best now behind us,” 
said GasBuddy.com Senior 
Petroleum Analyst Patrick 
DeHaan. “While prices will 
advance, I don’t expect it to 
last too long. January and 


February generally also fea¬ 
ture relatively low gasoline 
prices. And while motorists 
aren’t looking forward to 
the higher prices, they may 
take some solace in our 
expectation that gasoline 
prices in 2014 should aver¬ 
age lower than they will af¬ 
ter 2013 is complete. Make 
no mistake — gas prices 
will see volatility, and there 
will be times when motor¬ 
ists will experience ‘mo¬ 
tion sickness’ at the pump, 
but that shouldn’t discount 
that Americans will be able 
to spend less on a yearly 
basis in 2014 than they did 
this year.”

The Panthers fell behind 6-5 af¬ 
ter the opening quarter in a game 
that began at 8 a.m. 

“We didn’t come out very 
sharp,” head coach Jeff Miller said.

“Everybody came together 
the last two games,” Miller said.

Holidays Good Time To Prep For Next Hunting Season

The modem gun deer season in Kentucky ended weeks ago 
and the late muzzleloader season closes this weekend. 

The holidays are a good time to check one item off your 
to-do list: ensuring your rifle is clean and in tip-top shape for 
the next hunting season. 

“If you want your rifle to last longer, the best way to do that 
is to keep it from getting rusty,” said Bill Baida, an expert 
marksman and the Hunter Education Supervisor for the 
Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources. “The 
best way to keep it from getting msty is to clean and lubricate 
it. As a result, you get to know your rifle better and you know 
it’s in safe working condition.” 

A well-maintained rifle can last generations and wifi per¬ 
form better over time. Neglecting routine maintenance can 
lead to a buildup of gunpowder residue and metal fouling. 

“The simplest way to unload a muzzleloader is to fire it into 
a safe backstop. But the residue from burnt black powder and 
even its substitutes is extremely corrosive,” said Mark 
Marraccini, Kentucky Fish and Wildlife spokesman and a 
muzzleloader craftsman. “If you leave that inside the barrel for 
very long it would be just like dipping any piece of steel into 
corrosive acid or salt. It’s going to start etching its way into the 
steel immediately.” 

Marraccini warns against creating pits in the barrel. “They 
will affect accuracy later and could make your muzzleloader 
unsafe,” he said. 

Before undertaking any cleaning routine, first make sure the 
rifle is not loaded. 

For centerfire rifles, Baida suggests cleaning the barrel with 
patches wet with gun cleaner first, then, a wet bmsh for five to 
10 passes. After the initial cleaning, continue to use dry patch¬ 



es until they come out clean. A light coat of oil then can be 
applied in the bore. 

“If you want to remove copper buildup after shooting 500 
to 1,000 rounds, there are chemical cleaners that can be used. I 
use a bore paste, which is like a jeweler’s paste. It has grit in it 
that is harder than copper but not hard enough to score the 
steel of the barrel,” Baida said. “Most liquid cleaners have 
ammonia in them. When you mn that patch through and take it 
out and it has blue on it that means you have copper in the bar¬ 
rel. I would first bmsh it out and then go ahead and patch it 
dry. Then, put bore paste on another patch and scmb it in there. 
You can go back and forth, particularly at the throat, seven or 
eight times.” 

Baida recommends placing a piece of wood on the end of 
the barrel to prevent the cleaning rod from coming out. 

“When you pull that out, that paste is going to look black 
no matter what,” he said. “Then check it with a wet patch. If 
the wet patch is blue, there still is copper present. Then, you 
have to keep doing it. Even if you only get half the copper out 
of it, it will still shoot better.” 

While you’re at it, check the bedding screws. Wood stocks 
tend to shrink and swell with changing environmental condi¬ 
tions and that can loosen those screws. For pesky screws that 
refuse to stay tight, Baida suggests securing them with blue 
Loctite. 

If your rifle is a bolt action, Baida suggests removing the 
bolt and cleaning the bolt face and the receiver inside the 
action with a toothbmsh-style cleaning bmsh. Then, wipe with 


a light coat of oil. Wipe down the outside of the rifle and clean 
the lenses on the scope. 

For muzzleloaders, hot soapy water effectively cuts through 
black powder residue and the heat from the water helps dry 
remaining moisture inside of the barrel after running a dry 
patch through it, Marraccini explained. 

If you can remove the barrel, set the base of it in the water 
and work the cleaning rod similar to a plunger. 

“When you can mn a dry patch down it and it comes out 
entirely clean, then I like to put some natural greases on; Bore 
Butter is one brand of it. There are other brands out there, too,” 
Marraccini said. “You put it on a patch and mn it down there 
until you’re satisfied that you’ve got a coating on the inside of 
the barrel.” 

Treat the exterior of a muzzleloader the same as you would 
any rifle: wipe it dry and remove any fingerprints. 

“Hunters know what kind of weather they were out in,” 
Marraccini said. “That water finds ways to get in all the cracks 
that you can’t see. As much as you’re comfortable disassem¬ 
bling it and cleaning it, it’s good for the gun. It makes good 
sense to clean it and take care of it.” 

With flintlock muzzleloaders, he advises cleaning the area 
around the lock. On a percussion cap muzzleloader, a nipple 
pick and a nipple wrench help clean hard-to-reach areas. 

“Even if you cleaned the barrel really good, on some of 
those, if you don’t clean the residue out of the nipple channel, 
that will corrode and when you go to load it next year it won’t 
fire,” Marraccini said. 

Once clean, it’s ready to be stored in a gun safe. 

“Put a big bag of desiccant or a dehumidifier in there,” 
Baida said. “If you put a wet gun in a gun safe without any 
desiccant or a dehumidifying rod, the other guns are going to 
get msted. You don’t want that.” 


State Fish & Wildlife Dept. Debuts New Web Site 


The Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources 
invites visitors to explore its newly-redesigned website at fw. 
ky.gov. 

The website features new applications that enhance naviga¬ 
tion and functionality without sacrificing any of the valuable 
information users of the site have grown accustomed to having 
at their fingertips. 

“We strived to create a more focused site that would be 
user-friendly and would allow hunters and anglers to find the 
information they were looking for quickly,” said Donna 
Covington, information technology systems consultant with 
the Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife Resources. “We 
developed it using a responsive web design so that no matter 
what platform they were viewing it on, whether it be a desktop 
computer, laptop, tablet or smartphone, it would be easy to 
read and navigate.” 

For the first time, visitors to the department’s website have 
the ability to access their Kentucky Fish and Wildlife transac¬ 
tions, including license and permit history and telecheck infor¬ 


mation, through the “Find My Information” page. The data¬ 
base goes back to 1996. 

Looking to get in touch with a conservation officer, conser¬ 
vation education program leader, fisheries biologist or wildlife 
biologist in a specific county? That information is just a few 
clicks away using the “Find My County Contact” feature. 
Search results are sorted by type and include the name, phone 
number and email address for each county contact. 

Kentucky Fish and Wildlife staff partnered with contractor 
Kentucky Interactive to develop the new site, which is best 
viewed using the latest versions of web browsers like Internet 
Explorer, Google Chrome, Mozilla Firefox and Safari. The 
department’s website has logged approximately 18 million 
web hits this year, Covington said. 

As major search engines like Google, Bing and Yahoo 
index pages from the new website in the coming weeks, the 
search function wifi become fully functional. Bookmarks to 
pages on the previous website no longer will work. 

Improvements to the new website wifi be ongoing. 


Protected Whooping Cranes Confirmed In County 


Wildlife biologists have confirmed the presence of five 
federally protected whooping cranes in Hopkins County and 
received a report of a sixth in Barren County. 

The whooping crane is a federally endangered bird that 
may not be hunted. 

Whooping cranes are solid white with black wingtips. 
They have a red crown. Adults may have a wingspan of 7 Yi 
feet and stand up to 5 feet tall on stilted legs. 

Whooping cranes are similar in silhouette to a sandhill 
crane. However, sandhill cranes have gray bodies and are 
smaller than whooping cranes. Kentucky’s sandhill crane 
hunting season begins Dec. 14 and continues through Jan. 
12, or until 400 birds are taken. 

People drawn for a sandhill crane quota hunt must pass 
an online bird identification test before they may receive a 
permit. As part of its policy, the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources provides the public with noti¬ 
fication about the presence of whooping cranes in the state 
when sandhill crane season is open or about to begin. 

Wildlife biologists counted 9,200 sandhill cranes in Bar¬ 
ren County on Monday. Officials were not able to confirm 
the report Saturday of a whooping crane in the area, how¬ 
ever. 

Hunters should be aware of other large-bodied birds cur¬ 
rently in the state. 

Sloughs Wildlife Management Area (WMA) in Hender¬ 
son County holds approximately 8,000 snow geese. Another 
5,000 snow geese also are present at Ballard WMA in Bal¬ 
lard County. Snow geese are white-bodied birds with black 
wingtips. They do not have stilted legs. 

Wildlife biologists also have received reports of tundra 
swans in central Hardin County, Sloughs WMA, Lake Cum¬ 


berland and Barren River. Tundra swans are large, solid 
white birds with wingspans approaching 7 feet. They do 
not have stilted legs. Tundra swans may not be hunted in 
Kentucky. 

Hunters should always be sure of their target before firing 
a gun, regardless of the species being hunted.

Louisville Prepares For Bowl Date With Miami

Louisville’s plan for its bowl game against 
Miami doesn’t include a bunch of changes. 

Sure, the offensive falloff was obvious 
down the stretch as the No. 18 Cardinals and 
quarterback Teddy Bridgewater looked flat 
at times. Louisville had to work hard to score 
points in the second half of the season. But 
the Cardinals (11-1) averaged 453 yards per 
game this year. 

So as Louisville began practice on Mon¬ 
day in Orlando, Fla., in preparation for Sat¬ 
urday’s Russell Athletic Bowl against Miami 
(9-3), the focus was on executing the same 
gameplan that has yielded a 22-3 record the 
past two seasons. 

Having had time to recharge after the reg¬ 
ular season and re-examine issues that led 
to their late-season offensive struggles, the 
Cardinals are eager to execute better against 
the Hurricanes. 

“There’s always room for improvement,” 
Cardinals senior center Jake Smith said of 


the offensive performance. “We just need to 
be more consistent. ... I wouldn’t say there’s 
a need to pull out all the stops, but we want 
every facet of the game to be polished.” 

The potential exists for a big game against 
Miami if Louisville and Bridgewater ex¬ 
ecute. The Hurricanes allowed 26 points and 
nearly 416 yards per game this season, rank¬ 
ing 58th and 76th nationally respectively. 

On the other hand, Miami’s quick defense 
ranked ninth with 18 interceptions and de¬ 
fensive tackles Curtis Porter and Justin Ren¬ 
fro w pose sizeable obstacles to move at 325 
and 320 pounds respectively. Louisville’s 
failure to move the ball and score could cre¬ 
ate openings for an explosive Hurricanes of¬ 
fense that averaged nearly 447 yards and 36 
points per contest. 

Rolling up big numbers wasn’t a problem 
early on for the Cardinals, who averaged 41 
points per game through six games including 
a 72-0 pasting of FIU. Since blowing a three- 
touchdown lead in a 38-35 loss to Central 
Florida that ultimately denied them a third 
straight conference title, they’re scoring just 


29 points per contest. 

Just as troubling is how out of sync 
Louisville and Bridgewater have looked at 
times. The Cardinals broke 400 yards just 
twice in the final five games while Bridge- 
water — projected as the top QB selection 
in next spring’s NFL draft should he turn pro 
— hasn’t broken 300 yards in his past four 
games. 

Despite public criticisms of conservative 
play calling, Louisville offensive coordina¬ 
tor Shawn Watson shrugged off the idea of 
changing things up and suggested that his 
unit just keep moving forward. 

“We just keep following up with what 
we do,” Watson said. Bridgewater has “been 
pretty good at doing it, so we just keep doing 
what we do. 

“As we go along each week, there’s ob¬ 
viously some things you’ve got to manage. 
Some of that is injuries and the scheme 
you’ve got to face, but we’re always able to 
put our tweaks on that and get a plan to make 
him efficient. He’s why we win, and we put 
him in position to help us do that.” 


Indeed, Louisville wouldn’t be in 
this game without Bridgewater, who has 
completed 70 percent of his passes for 3,523 
yards and 28 touchdowns against just four 
interceptions. Though he wasn’t at his best 
down the stretch, his gutsy 14-yard run on 
fourth-and-12 run followed by an off-bal¬ 
ance 22-yard TD pass to Damian Copeland 
in the fourth quarter of an eventual 31-24 
overtime victory at Cincinnati symbolized 
his leadership. 

Watson concedes that the effort hasn’t al¬ 
ways been pretty. But if Bridgewater and the 
running backs have protection, that provides 
time and opportunities for them to do what 
they do best and Louisville can be as prolific 
as it was just a couple of months ago. 

“We’ve got to put all those pieces togeth¬ 
er so that he can manage that kind of game,” 
Watson said. “We do it in all different as¬ 
pects: we do it in the run game, we do it in 
with run-pass checks, we do it with run-run 
checks and moving our protections and the 
quarterback around. ... We’re very multiple 
that way.”

Christian Co. Reports Storm Damage 


From Kentucky New Era 

Reports of high wa¬ 
ter, power outages and 
downed trees were scat¬ 
tered throughout Christian, 
Trigg and Todd counties 
as a severe storm pushed 
through the area Saturday 
night. 

In addition, a roof was 
partially blown off a ga¬ 
rage in the storm, which 
stretched from the Gulf of 
Mexico to the Great Lakes, 
but reports of damage in the 
southern Pennyrile were 
minimal. 

Weather spotters reported 
wind gusts up to 83 mph 
south of Hopkinsville, along 
with 60 mph winds in other 
areas, Christian County 
Weather Operator David 
Powell said. 

Powell said Christian 
County had multiple trees 
down, power outages and 
water over some roadways. 
Also, a roof on a garage 


in Pembroke was partially 
blown off, he said. 

Arthur Griffey a custo¬ 
dian for New Work Fellow¬ 
ship church said a barn next 
to the church had part of it’s 
roof pulled off, and the sign 
for the church was damaged 
in the storm. 

A representative of 
Hopkinsville Electric Sys¬ 
tem reported multiple 
power outages in the the 
city but didn’t know how 
many homes were affected. 
Additionally, Pennyrile 
Electric reported approxi¬ 
mately 1,000 customers in 
the Trigg County area lost 
power. 

The National Weather 
Service issued a tornado 
watch at 4:50 p.m. Satur¬ 
day that included Chris¬ 
tian, Trigg and Todd coun¬ 
ties. A flood warning was 
issued at 6:42 a.m. Satur¬ 
day. 

Throughout the storm, 
warnings were issued for 


flash floods, severe thun¬ 
derstorms and a tornado in 
the three counties. 

However, Trigg County 
Sheriff Ray Burnam said 
his coverage area was in 
pretty good shape with 
some tress down in the 
southern part of the coun¬ 
ty. Burnam added that 
the sheriff’s department 
worked a wreck that could 
have been caused by the 
weather, but no one was 
injured. 

A member of the Chris¬ 
tian County Rescue Team 
said a tree at his home, near 
Eagle Way, fell onto a work 
truck, crushing the cab of the 
truck. 

William Randolph, 
chief of Todd County Res¬ 
cue Team, said there were 
multiple fallen trees in 
the county, including one 
that landed on a vehicle in 
Elkton, but there were no 
reported injuries related to 
the storm.

In the weeks since the 
Kentucky Council on Post¬ 
secondary Education ap¬ 
proved Murray State Uni¬ 
versity’s new doctor of 
education program last 
month, Provost Dr. Jay 
Morgan says he has seen a 
great deal of excitement on 
campus and from school 
systems throughout the re¬ 
gion. 

The doctor of education 
will be MSU’s second doc¬ 
torate program after the doc¬ 
tor of nursing practice pro¬ 
gram was first offered in the 
fall of 2012. Morgan, MSU’s 
provost and vice president 
of academic affairs, said the 
university is beginning to 
advertise for prospective stu¬ 
dents. There will be a dead¬ 
line for applications in the 
spring, and the first classes 
will start in the fall of 2014, 
he said. 

“The university began 
offering undergraduate pro¬ 
grams in the 1920s,” Mor¬ 
gan said. “We started offer¬ 
ing graduate programs in the 
1960s, and our first doctoral 
program was (approved) 
about two years ago, so this 
is really a momentous occa¬ 
sion for the lifespan of Mur¬ 
ray State.” 

Morgan said he antici¬ 
pates between 23 and 25 
students being selected for 
the first cohort. Those stu¬ 
dents will be on a three- 
year doctoral plan and can 
specialize in several areas, 
including STEM (science, 
technology, engineering and 
mathematics); K-12 leader¬ 
ship, which could put the 
student on the track toward 
being a superintendent or 
other high-ranking adminis¬ 
trator; and community col¬ 
lege leadership. 

Dr. David Whaley, dean 
of MSU’s College of Edu¬ 


cation, said the initial work 
for creating the program 
started long before he ar¬ 
rived at MSU in May 2012. 
After starting as dean, he 
was given the charge of 
moving that initiative for¬ 
ward, and he said he re¬ 
ceived a great deal of help 
with the effort from Dr. 
Robert Lyons, professor and 
chair of the Department of 
Educational Studies, Lead¬ 
ership and Counseling; and 
Dr. Jennifer Wyatt, assis¬ 
tant professor and director 
of the Education Doctorate. 
Whaley said the process 
was guided by an external 
advisory committee com¬ 
prised of community col¬ 
lege presidents, university 
leaders, representatives of 
other colleges and business 
representatives. 

“It was all very positive 
at every step, and we were 
encouraged at every step,” 
Whaley said. “So when 
we went to CPE with our 
initial pre-application, we 
were pleasantly surprised 
that this was a new program 
that was going to be sup¬ 
ported by the other regional 
institutions in the state — 
as well as the University of 
Kentucky and University 
of Louisville — that have 
similar programs.” 

Whaley said staff are 
currently fine-tuning docu¬ 
mentation and talking to in¬ 
dividuals about their interest 
in the program. 

Having started as a teach¬ 
er’s college, the doctor of 
education program in a way 
brings MSU full circle, Mor¬ 
gan said. He said it would 
strengthen the skill set of the 
region and allow prospective 
students and school leaders 
to remain in the region while 
achieving their doctoral de¬ 
grees. 

“The doctoral program 
really is something that is 
unique and has the STEM 


component,” Morgan said. 
“It’s something that we’re 
doing that not very many 
other schools were doing. 
It’s a growing field, so we 
really look to capitalize on 
that as well as other spe¬ 
cializations to really bring 
some distinctiveness to our 
program here and not be¬ 
ing just another generalist 
doc of ed degree. We want 
to be very unique with this 
STEM program, and I real¬ 
ly do think it will strength¬ 
en the overall education in 
the decades to come in the 
region.” 

Morgan said he believes 
there will be no problem 
filling the first cohort next 
fall, and the number of stu¬ 
dents will expand each year 
after that. He said he had 
heard from several current 
graduate students who were 
interested in pursuing an 
education doctorate at MSU, 
and that there had also been 
a very good response from 
leaders at school systems in 
the region, including mul¬ 
tiple states. 

“This is going to be an 
executive doctoral program, 
meaning it’s geared toward 
adults who will come in at 
nighttime to take courses — 
weekends, summers, inten¬ 
sive five-day courses — that 
really are created around the 
working professional’s life,” 
Morgan said. “I think that’s 
captured some interest from 
people who are already in 
the school systems that have 
an interest in pursuing this 
for their professional ca¬ 
reers.” 

Morgan said it is a large 
accomplishment for a uni¬ 
versity MSU’s size to offer 
two doctoral programs in 
addition to its undergraduate 
and graduate programs. He 
said MSU owes its success 
in instituting the doctoral 
programs to the hard work 
of the faculty.

ANSWER: Herpes virus¬ 
es are a group of common 
viruses that share several 
traits, one of which is that 
they all stay dormant in the 
body and may cause recur¬ 
rences in times of stress. 
Herpes simplex 1 causes 
an outbreak of cold sores: 
These often come out when 
people are ill or stressed. 
Herpes simplex 2 usually 
causes genital lesions. About 
20 percent of adults in the 
U.S. are positive for HSV- 
2; many or even most of 
them don’t know they have 
it. Once you acquire HSV-2, 
it stays in your body forever, 
and may (or may not) cause 
recurrent disease, which 
most commonly looks like 
a clear, fluid-filled blister. 


These are very infectious, 
but it is possible to transmit 
the virus even when there 
are no symptoms. 

It is possible that you 
acquired the condition 30 
or more years ago. The test 
isn’t able to tell how long 
you’ve had it.

DEAR DR. DONO¬ 
HUE: My husband tells me 
I have bad breath. I have 
seen my dentist and done all 
the things I was told to do, 
but there hasn’t been any 
improvement. I have tried 
many mouthwashes, without 
success. What more can I 
do? - W.B. 

ANSWER: You were 
right in starting out with your 
dentist. When no oral condi¬ 
tions are found that produce 
bad breath, then the most 
likely cause is mouth bac¬ 
teria that produce odorifer¬ 
ous, sulfur compounds. Let 
me repeat what your dentists 
told you for the sake of oth¬ 
ers. Brush after every meal, 
and brush your tongue as far 
back as you can. You might 


want to get a tongue scraper 
for the backmost part of the 
tongue. That’s where the sul¬ 
fur-producing bacteria live. 
Keep your mouth moist by 
drinking water or chewing 
sugar-free gum. 

Products containing zinc 
have been sold since the 
1970s and have gotten mixed 
reviews for their effect on 
halitosis. Listerine with zinc 
is one product. Another is 
SmartMouth. 

DEAR DR. DONOHUE: 
I had a breast lump removed 
two years ago. After the 
removal, I had radiation. 
Everything has been going 
fine, except for a breast 
infection I got last month.

Sugar Cookies 

2/3 cup Crisco shortening 
3 A cup granular sugar 

1 tsp. vanilla 

1 egg 

4 tsps. Milk 

2 cups self rising flour 

Cream shortening, sugar 
and vanilla; add egg; beat till 
light and fluffy. Stir in milk; 
add dry ingredients. Divide 
the dough in half and roll in 
balls. Chill for 1 hour. On 
lightly floured surface, roll 
to 1/8” thick. Cut in desired 
shapes. Bake on a greased 
cookie sheet at 375 degrees 
about 6 to 8 minutes. Cool 
slightly and remove from 
pan. 

Icing for Sugar Cookies 

1/3 cup solid vegetable short¬ 
ening 

1/3 cup butter or margarine 
14 tsp vanilla 

3 cups sifted confectioner’s 

sugar (4 cups in a pound) 

2 Tbsps. milk 

In a large mixing bowl, 

cream butter and shorten¬ 
ing with electric mixer. Add 
vanilla. Gradually sugar one 
cup at a time, beating well on 
medium speed. Scrape sides 

and bottom of bowl often. 
When all the sugar has been 
mixed in, icing will appear 
dry. Add milk and beat at high 

speed until light and fluffy. 
Keep icing covered with a 
damp cloth until you’re ready 
to decorate. Keep icing in re¬ 
frigerator when not in use. 
Add colors as desired and 
needed and frost cookies.

Open and cut each 
biscuit in 4’s

Preheat oven to 350 de¬ 
grees. Spray loaf pan with 
nonstick cooking spray.

Bake 60 
minutes or until cake tester 
inserted in center comes out 
clean.

Strawberry Freezer Jam 

2 cups fresh strawberries, 
cmshed 

4 cups sugar 
1 box Sure-Jell 
3 /4 cup water 


Discard caps and cmsh 
strawberries. Wash and rinse 
containers with tight fit¬ 
ting lids. Use 1 to 2 cup size 
containers. Stir sugar into 
cmshed fruit. Let stand 10 
minutes, stirring occasion¬ 
ally. Stir box of sure-jell and 
3 /4 cup water in a small sauce¬ 
pan. Bring to boil on high 
heat, stirring constantly. Boil 
1 minute, remove from heat. 
Stir water mixture into fruit 
and stir until the sugar is dis¬ 
solved about 3 minutes. Pour 
into containers leaving Vi 
inch space at top for expan¬ 
sion during freezing. Cover. 
Let stand at room tempera¬ 
ture for 24 hours or until set. 
Refrigerate up to 3 weeks or 
store up to 1 year in freezer. 
Thaw in refrigerator. 

Orange Juice Cake 

1 yellow cake mix 

4 eggs 

1 cup orange juice 

Mix and beat the ingredi¬ 
ents above. Pour it in a well 
greased and floured bundt 
pan and bake according to the 
box directions. 

Icing 

1 cup sugar

Dissolve yeast in warm 
water and let stand while sift¬ 
ing dry ingredients. Mix yeast 
and buttermilk, add this to the 
dry ingredients, put in short¬ 
ening and mix well. Turn out 
on floured board and roll out 
and cut with biscuit cutter. 
Melt butter then dip biscuits 
and put on greased sheets. 
Preheat oven and bake at 450 
degrees for 12 to 15 minutes.
